at Oxford John Addington Symonds bought from a local book- 
seller a fat quarto volume in an old worn calf binding con- 
taining eight plays of Massinger’s. The volume, which is said 
to have come from the Harbord Library at Gunton in Norfolk, 
and to have been sold on the death of the fourth Lord Suffield 
in 1853, had in it a large number of early manuscript corrections 
which tradition ascribed to the author himself. When, in 1877, 
Symonds was obliged to break up his home at Clifton and go 
into exile in the Alps, he gave the volume to Mr. Edmund 
Gosse, who has since preserved it among his dramatic treasures, 
though he “unfortunately” took it ‘to pieces and had the 
contents separately bound. 

Symonds’ inscription in the book and a list of contents 
written in a contemporary hand, not Massinger’s, disappeared 
apparently about the time the volume was broken up.
